ground. Theoretically, lack of a 
while ground, covcr s^uld make 
no difference to experienced 
hunters who know the habits 
and movements of these detr— 
what they cat and where they 
go to find it,, where Ihey cross 
the ridges, rivers oind rnnd.^ 
where they bed down, yard up, 
and the like. 

As a practical mntler, hunters 



like to delay the opening of 
white-tailed deer season until 
snow flies because leaves ore 
down £ron\ deciduous trees and 
brusli, making targets easier to 
sec and identity in thickets. Cold 
weather,— Including snow.- mini- 
mizes tclt-tale human scent land 
sounds that signal danger to 
game animals.
